Sanctions 
The U nited S tates Is going to learn a 
good deal about sanctions In the n ear fu­ 
ture. 
The word, itself, is unfam iliar. For­ 
m ally defined, sanction* are “coercive Inter­ 
vention annexed to a violation of the law 
as a mean* of enforcing the la w ” 
Simply 
defined, sanctions are m erely punishm ents. 
P a ren ts use sanctions when they refuse to 
give Johnny m oney to go to a m ovie and 
buy an Ice cream sod* because he doesn’t 
• e t his spinach. 


T he sim ple definition Is the useful one 
to r understanding 
w hat 
the m ajority of 
m em bers of the L eague of N ations are go- 
Ing to try to do to Italy for Invading Ethio­ 
pia. 
In effect, they have agreed to punish 
ItaJy for disregarding th eir collective agree­ 
m ent regarding war. 
The term s of the pun­ 
ish m en t are som ew hat vague. 
Thus, G reat 
B ritain punished Italy last T hursday night 
by refusing to tran sm it a broadcast from 
Italy to the U nited States. 
In th a t cape. 
punishm ent resem ble* 
closely a move to 
keep the U nited S tates from getting Italy's 
view point, with this country''* population as 
an innocent victim . 
T he B ritish, ap p aren t­ 
ly, have lost none of the skill which enabled 
them to control A m erican opinion in 
the 
first stages of the W orld w sr. 


T here are two kinds of sanctions, posi­ 
tive and negative. 
T he latter kind will be 
em ployed f ir s t 
Italy will be denied privi­ 
leges which it would enjoy under ordinary 
Circumstances. 
The 
form er 
kind, 
vastly 
m ore dangerous, would entail th e usa of 
m ilitary force a g ain st Italy. 
If It becom es 
n ecessary to usa force. Europe probably 
w ill go to w ar. 
Italy has w arned th a t it 
w ill re taliate it m ilitary sanctions are ap­ 
plied. 


It ta plain, th erefo re, th at sanctions are 
full of consequences, not all of them bene­ 
ficial by acy m eans. 
Up to a certain point, 
Italy m ight be punished for Invading E thio­ 
pia w ith safety. 
P a st a certain point, pun­ 
ish m en t becom es persecution, therefore, a 
challenge to pride. T h ere is a tim e for mod­ 
eratio n and com prom ise in dealing out pun­ 
ishm ent. N othing can be gained by driving 
th e victim into a corner. 
Italian* believe they are being treated un­ 
justly. 
They are angry and hurt. 
N atural­ 
ly, they are unable to see any justice in 
w hat is being done for the purpose of pre­ 
venting them from carrying out th eir plan 
In 
Africa. 
If sanctions are actually ap­ 
plied, It will be only a sh o rt tim e until 
Italy will be harboring a conviction of per­ 
secution. 
The next step wonld he a deci­ 
sion to fight back, 
Italy s conception of 
itself a* a m artyr m ight be shared, fur­ 
therm ore by o th er governm ents—G erm any, 
A ustria and 
H ungary, for instance. 
The 
prospect suggests th a t sanctions, how ever 
noble they may appear In theory, are pos­ 
sibly th* easiest m ethod Europe ever ha* 
discovered to pick a fig h t 


Emperor 
E m peror H all* 
Selassie, 
m onarch of a 
disorderly country which m ight break away 
from his loose control of It w ithout even a 
struggle, 
has 
won 
adm iration 
in 
places 
w here he was unknow n when Italy began 
to prepare for its Invasion of Ethiopia. 
In 
fact, if Ethiopia'* ruler had been a man 
lacking in the good qualities so evident in 
th e em peror, it m ight have gone begging 
fo r sym pathetic understanding. 
E m peror H aile Selasaie look* th e p art he 
la playing, which is perhaps a ta c t of m ore 
im portance than It might teem . 
As an In­ 
tern atio n a l contact m an, he gives his back­ 
w ard nation prestige It couldn’t get any other 
w ay— prestige It m ay not deserve, incident­ 
ally. 
H e m akes It easy to forget Ethiopia’s 
tru e position in the acale of civilisation. 
In his public statem ents and interview s, 
th * em peror 
preserves 
a tone of intelli­ 
g en ce and m oderation surprising in view of 
th e trem endous strain under which he is 
w orking. H e know s w hat Ethiopia > lim ita­ 
tio n s are. yet he has succeeded in convinc­ 
ing hundreds of thousands of persons in 
o th e r countries th a t his sm all and poorly 
•quipped arm y, being fortuled with a sense 
o f rlghteouaness, will prove Itself deserving 
of Italy 's respect. 
T he em peror has been at hit. best in dip­ 
lom atic negotiations. 
H istory will tell the 
w hole history, but even now ii seem * likely 
th a t E thiopia has won the advantage in 
its 
m aneuvers 
of 
diplom acy 
Italy’s a t­ 
te m p t to m ake E thiopia the aggressor was 
a dism al failure, due to Em peror H alle Se­ 
lassie’s refusal to lead his country into the 
tra p . 
As personalities go in politic*, the 
em peror of E thiopia ha* sta tu re which dis­ 
tinguishes him clearly from the ordinary 
ru n of m en. 


Is th ere som ething w rong with th e objec­ 
tives of the R oosevelt adm inistration, or 
is th ere som ething wrong with the govern­ 
m ent’s m ethod of reaching the objectives? 
T he first question has been and will con­ 
tinue to be the stfbjeot of a b itte r debate 
which probably w on’t be finished for m any 
years. 
The second question, how ever, 
be­ 
cause it can be approached from a stand­ 
point of fact ra th e r than a standpoint of 
opinion, can be answ ered satisfactorily any 
tim e. 
R obert Moses, N» w York park comm is­ 
sioner, gives his version of the answ er in 
an article which appears in the current 
edition of The Saturday Evening Post. Mr. 
M oses has special qualifications; he is a 
public official w ith an excellent reputation 
as an ad m inistrator, 
H is work has enabled 
him to study intim ately the problem of put­ 
tings Ideas into effect. 
“It is obvious,” he says, 't hat no m atter 
how sound a program may be in theory, it 
is bound to fall lf the ad m inistrative brains 
and personnel 
cannot 
be found end the 
m ethod* cannot he devised to m ake It work 
. , . The failure of m anpow er on the pro­ 
gram so far attem pted Is already glaring­ 
ly obvious to the initiated.” 
In o th er words, Mr, Moses believes the 
new deal is an o th er great Idea th at won’t 
work. 
R ather, he believes th at even lf it 
were a greater idea than it really Is it still 
wouldn’t work because the governm ent I* 
unable “to com m and the services of suf­ 
ficiently Intelligent men and women to a t­ 
tem pt any such program .’* As lf to leave an 
opening 
for 
fu rth er experim entation, Mr 
Moses asks: 
"W ould it not be wise to de­ 
velop a tradition of perm anent service be­ 
fore we attem p t to usher in an economic 
m illennium by presidential decree?” 
If th at question needed an answ er, the 
reply would he: 
Yes, but when the govern­ 
m ent has done th a t much It will have reach­ 
ed a m illennium . 
“For form* of governm ent let fool* 
contest, 
“W h ateer Ie hest adm inistered is 
best.” 


Whoge Move? 
ft may he true, as som e skeptics have 
suggested, th at beneath a surface ap p ear­ 
ance of intense moral Indignation, in ter­ 
national negotiations at Geneva a re being 
conducted in th e sam e, old practical ways. 
Specifically, it may be true th a t talk 
of 
sanctions, peace anil m oral rights and th eir 
violations Is hullabaloo m anufactured to fill 
th e ears of those who want to believe the 
League of N ations has changed the old 
rule* of expediency. 
P erhaps the whole 
thing m ay he a show, while backstage the 
im portant busine** of dividing up A frica is 
being conducted by practical m en w ithout 
foolish Ideals to handicap them . 
The fact la th a t Italy has n ot announced 
Its w ithdraw *] from the League of N ations 
despite th at organisation's alm ost unani­ 
mous condem nation of th* Italian govern­ 
m ent as a covenant breaker. 
Furtherm ore, 
the League of N ations has taken no steps 
to expel Italy from m em bership. P rem ier 
M ussolini, apparently, has no Intention of 
giving up his country’s 
m em bership, and 
the League, on the o th er hand, seem s to 
have no objection to granting Italy th e re ­ 
sponsibilities and prestige of m em bership 
despite the fact 
it ha* 
Impugned Italy's 
m oral integrity. 
H ere is a situ atio n th at cannot be ex­ 
plained easily. 
P erhaps it cannot be ex­ 
plained a t all on a basis of what ie evident. 
Things which a re not evident and may 
never be evident m ight provide an explana­ 
tion, however. 
T he rem inder by skeptics 
th at European 
diplom acy, 
like A m erican 
politics, is not conducted in th e open, but 
alw ays behind th e scenes while the public 
K*pes at the show front, cannot be re je ct­ 
ed lightly. 
Instead of th e explosion w hich 
the world fears 
will 
he 
the end of th e 
League of N ations and the beginning of Eu­ 
ropean war, th ere may be a peaceful and 
orderly settlem ent of the cu rren t disorder 
that will save the I.eague‘s face at the ex­ 
panse of Its ideals.

The Sunlit Road

It was to M oundsville, W. Va., a 
short distance below W heeling that 
th e Ill-fated Ohio river steam er, 
Scioto, 
w ent 
on th e d isa stro u s 
July 4lh excursion in 1882. 
The 
100th 
anniversary 
of 
M arshall 
county, of which 
M oundsville ie 
the county seat, and the largest 
city, w as celebrated recently. P a rt 
of this celebration included a John 
M arshall day since the county was 
nam ed after the famed chief ju s­ 
tice whose death occurred a cen ­ 
tury ago. 
A week earlier the First P resby­ 
terian church of M oundsville cele­ 
brated its C entennial. Bishop Ed­ 
win H olt H ughes of W ashington, 
one of the senior bishops in the 
M ethodist Episcopal church, who 
was born In M oundsville delivered 
the centennial address in the com ­ 
m unity 
playgro u n d s . 
B i s h o p 
H ughes was a son of Rev. T. ti. 
H ughes a form er pastor of 
the 
S i m p s o n 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 
church in th at city. 
To com m em orate the centennial 
celebration 
of the 
form ation 
of 
M arshall county. The M oundsville 
Dally Echo published a several 
section anniversary edition on F ri­ 
day, Aug. 30, a copy of which was 
recently received by C. E. Evans 
of Avondale street, a form er resi­ 
dent of M oundsville. 
The first house built in M ounds­ 
ville, a log building, was erected by 
Joseph Tom llnaon, Jr., in about 
1785, 13 years before Joseph Tom ­ 
linson laid out a tra c t of land and 
sold lots, the tow n a t first be­ 
ing known as Elizabethtow n, be­ 
ing nam ed in honor of Tom linson’s 
wife, form er E lizabeth H arkers. 
By 1815 th ere w ere less thaa IOO 
houses in the 
tow n. 
R esidents 
traveled across the m ountains to 
H agerstow n, Md., w here they ex­ 
changed pelts and skins for salt 
and o th er 
com m odities. 
Thom as 
L ist th e second sto re keeper In 
the ham let was the first postm ast­ 
er. Tom linson died In 1825. E lisa­ 
bethtow n was Incorporated as a VII-

LABOR SEEKS TO BAN 
S T R I K E INJUNCTIONS 


Committee 
Studies 
proposals 
Retrieve NRA Benefits

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.. Oct. 14. 
—Delegates to the annual Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor conven­ 
tion studied today a proposal to 
outlaw injunctions in strikes. 
A resolution from the Illinois 
state federation urging the aboli­ 
tion of injunctions as "a treacher­ 
ous weapon in the hands of em­ 
ployers" was before the legislation 
committee. 
Another proposal to reestablish 
labor benefits of the NRA was In 
the hands of the resolutions com­ 
mittee. 
Other resolutions would require 
union wages on work in the na­ 
tional 
youth 
movement, 
abolish 
p r i v a t e 
employment 
agencies, 
equalize pay scales in navy depart­ 
ment offices, provide federal super­ 
vision of health and safety in In­ 
dustry, 
prohibit 
use 
of 
federal 
arms by state militia in strikes 
and endorse the federal anti-lynch­ 
ing bill. 
Settlement was reported immin­ 
ent In the dispute of the two fac­ 
tions of the building trad* s depart­ 
ment, who exchanged views during 
the week-end through a mediator, 
George Harrison of the railway 
mail clerks.

In 1900 when the Samoan islands 
were partitioned between the Unit­ 
ed States and Germany. American 
influence there dating back as far 
as 1873 when the harbor of Pago 
Pago was ceded to the IT. 8. for a 
naval coaling station, stamps ap­ 
peared under 
German 
dominion. 
These continued in force until the 
opening of the world war in 1914, 
when British forces from fJew Zea­ 
land occupied the German islands. 
While Hie stamps of the U. 8. 
have continued current in Its share 
of the island since 1900, the elimin­ 
ation of German control naturally 
changed the philatelic complexion 
of the section now under British 
dominion. From 1914 
until 
1921 
stamps of New Zealand, surcharg­ 
ed "Samoa.” were used. In 1921 a 
special Samoa 
design 
appeared, 
hearing the British flag and a na­ 
tive hut. 
This issue has continued to date 
coupled with an occasional later 
surcharge on high value New Zea­ 
land stamps. Even the recent King 
George Ju b ile set for the islands 
was made up of a 
special 
sur-

To Assure Freshness 


Eggs form such 
an 
important 
part of the diet that It behooves 
us to know 
aa much as possible 
shout 
them, 
their 
preparation, 
cooking and serving. 
The Introduction to the correct 
preparation of eggs and egg dishes 
is, of course, the knowledge to test 
the age of an egg. Here Is a meth­ 
od often used by chefs: Fill a glass 
two-thirds full of fresh, cold water, 
add a pinch of salt and place the 
egg 
in this solution, lf the egg 
is all that It should he. It will re­ 
main at the bottom of the glass. If 
past its first youth, it will rest with 
the big end raised higher than the 
small one. The higher the big end 
is raised, the older the egg. 
Poaching of Eggs 
Everyone should 
know how to 
poach eggs perfectly, for eggs pre­ 
pared this way are often indicated 
the diet of an invalid or conva- 
scent patient.

make grand luncheon dishes. 
Eggs Chicago call 
for 
poached 
eggs on toast with a covering of 
fresh mushrooms stewed in cream. 
while eggs Boston on the menu 
mean that 
the chef 
will 
place 
poached eggs on codfish cakes and 
cover them with a cream sauce. 
Another variation on the pleas- 
nt theme of poached eggs includes 
joached eggs placed on fried toma­ 
toes. covered with a rich cream 
sauce.

Elizabeth F. Harrison and 


Evelyn Mackall Instruct 


Classes in City 


Home economics 
In 
the high 
school curriculum of today means 
much more than just plain "cook­ 
ing'’ and ’'sewing.” It is the science 
of the home and Its relationships. 
Miss Evelyn Mackall 
and 
Miss 
Elizabeth F. Harrison, heads of this 
department In the high school here, 
declared in an interview today. 
Miss Mackall is in charge of the 
clothing division, while Miss Harri­ 
son supervises 
the 
food depart­ 
ment, 
Seven Divisions 
In the standard setup, outlined 
by the state department of voce 
tional home economics, there are 
seven principal divisions. 
1—Foods and nutrition. 
2—Clothing, including 
textiles, 
clothing selection, 
planning 
and 
making of individual garments, care 
of clothing, personal grooming, ren­ 
ovating. remodeling, 
design 
and 
children's clothing. 
3—House planning and furnish­ 
ing. 
4—Home management. 
5—Child care and development. 
6— Health study. 
7— Family and other social rela­ 
tionships. 
The student Is taught how a cer­ 
tain process is carried out and then 
encouraged to develop the ability 
to carry this oat successfully her­ 
self, it was explained. The student 
is conscious of the objective to he 
obtained, and is able to score her­ 
self on the progress made. 
It is endeavored 
to 
make the 
course sufficiently 
Interesting to 
the student so it will not become 
Just a subject to he endured, the 
instructors asserted. 
Elective Two-year Course 
Home economics here is an elec­ 
tive course, offered for two years, 
aith each term being l l months in­ 
stead of the usual nine. One and a 
fourth credits are given for each 
course. 
In the two months following the 
close of school the student is visit­ 
ed in her home by the teacher, who 
checks with her on the progress 
of the projects selected. This pro­ 
vides an opportunity for the in­ 
structor to interest the parents aa 
well as the student in the home ac­ 
tivity. 
The 1935-36 term found more stu­ 
dents electing the course than in 
any previous year, revealing a re­ 
newed Interest in home economics. 
"Parents and students alike are 
realizing the need of practical sub­ 
jects in the high school, related to 
the home itself, and are fast losing 
the attitude that they ran ’get that 
at home.’ ” declared Miss Mackall. 
Projects Saved, Displayed 
The projects completed during the 
year are saved and 
displayed to 
parent* and friends at an exhibit 
at the close of the school form each 
spring. 
During the first 
semester this 
year in 
home economies 
I, the 
foods department has been busy 
with elementary food preservation 
and diet for 
the growing child, 
while the clothing division 
has 
been interested 
in 
textiles 
that 
make up wearing apparel. The lat 
ter group has finished a cooking 
uniform. 
In home economics II. the class 
in foods has had 
advanced food 
preservation 
and 
management of 
the home. The second year student 
in clothing, with the aid of any pat­ 
tern selected, has completed a silk 
undergarment 
and 
remodeled an­ 
other from one that was discarded 
or out of style. 
The two high school instructors 
joined In urging a clearer under­ 
standing of the subject of home 
economics by the public.

au vent cases, and other individual 
serving forms. 
There are charm­ 
ing little composition, wooden and 
natural shells that are so attrac­ 
tive. 
Sometime* food Itself provides 
shells as in the popular combina­ 
tion in which baked beans 
are 
served 
In 
cornucopia 
shells of 
ham. 
Fatty shells are always 
liked. 
Flaky pastry shells are 
(nightly popular, aa are shells of 
puff paste of "chou” paste. 
To 
make flaky pastry shells for tarts 
and desserts, fit the pastry outside 
of muffin tins, prick over with 
a fork and bake. 
The tart shells 
may be kept afer baking for some 
time lf they are stored In a tightly 
closed tin. 
Reheat them on using. 
For puffs with bagdad filling, cut 
one cup marshmallows and half 
package dates with a wet scissors. 
Chop coarsely a half cup of nut 
meats. 
Heat one cup heavy cream. 
add half teaspoon vanilla and

few grains salt. Then fold in dales, 
marshmallows and nuts.

SERVED BREAKFASTS 


Warm Food, Time to Eat it, 


Essential Before School 


This is tho time of year to think 
about the breakfast served to the 
school child. 
Every child has 
a 
right to 
a 
warm breakfast and 
enough time to eat it. 
Plan a definite rising hour for 
the children and allow time for 
proper dressing and proper eating. 
Uusally a half hour for each Is suf­ 
ficient. 
Also 
set- 
that the child 
does not feel 
hurried 
and 
has 
enough time to walk or ride to 
school. 
Many a good breakfast is 
undigested because the child fears 
he will be late for classes. 
Beauty breakfasts and no break­ 
fasts at all represent the underly­ 
ing cause of much of the 
malnu­ 
trition that occurs in school child­ 
ren. Nervousness, irritability, bad 
temper and lack of 
attention in 
school often are due to a bad or 
small breakfast 
Mothers 
often feel a mid morn­ 
ing lunch will take the place of a 
good breakfast. This is not the case 
and such 
a 
lunch should be re­ 
garded merely as a supplementary 
meal and never should 
take the 
place of a good nourishing meal In 
the morning. 
Have every child et&rt the day 
with at least one glass of water. A 
breakfast consisting of a cooked 
cereal 
(preferably 
whole 
grain) 
with milk and sugar, whole grain 
toast or bread, milk or cocoa made 
with milk, and some kind of fruit 
(fresh or cooked) Is suggested. If 
the food budget permits, include a 
cooked egg three times a week.

HERE’S HOW TO MAKE DELICIOUS CHOCOLATESYRUP FOR DESSERTS 


To clean the kitchen cabinet, re­ 
move all supplies. Jars. etc. Clean 
the Inside by wiping with a cloth 
dipped in hot soap suds and wrung 
fairly dry. Rinse with a cloth dip­ 
ped In clear water, and wipe with 
a dry cloth. Abrasives and acids 
are likely to injur© enameled sur­ 
face. 
Wipe each glass Jar aa it is 
put back, first with a damp cloth, 
and then with a dry one. Remove 
the bread drawer, wash It thorough­ 
ly In hot suds, rinse 
it In clear, 
hot water, wipe it dry, and then 
put It In to air out-of-door* 
for a 
while, preferably in the sun. 
The 
flour compartm ent should be thor­ 
oughly cleaned; the sifter scrub­ 
bed in hot suds, then rinsed, dried 
and aired before being replaced. 
Also wash the shelves with a cloth 
dipped in hot suds, rinse and thor­ 
oughly dry with a soft dry cloth. 


To clean tho gas range remove 
the grids and burners, and wash 
them in hot suds with a scrubbing 
brush, rinse In hot water, wipe with 
I a dry cloth, and then allow them 
to thoroughly dry in the sun. Re­ 
move the 
drip pan, 
broiler 
and 
grates of the oven, scour them with 
steel wool and then wash in hot 
suds, rinse and dry in the sun. 
Clean the oven thoroughly with hot 
silTIs, then rinse and 
wipe 
dry. 
W’hen thoroughly dry, rub the in­ 
side surface with oil, this helps to 
prevent rusting of the metal. 
Clean the enamel portions with 
suds. 
Do not use 
an 
abrasive 
scouring powder, as it is likely to 
scratch the 
surface, 
making It 
more difficult to clean. Wipe off 
the soap and loosened dirt with a 
•oft cloth wrung out in clear wa­ 
ter. 
Never put water in the en­ 
amel while It is hot because it is 
likely to cause it to crack.

When purchasing liver, tak. It 
from the wrapping paper directly 
you get it home from m arket and 
keep It in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator. 
When ready to cook, wipe with a 
damp cloth. 
Place in a saucepan, 
add bolling water to cover, and let 
aimmer until tender. It takes about 
20 minutes 
to 
cook calves’ liver, 
while beef or pig liver will require 
about 25 minutes. When tender, let 
cool in cooking water, and then re­ 
move all fibrous and tough parts. 
lf preparing a live.r paste, then put 
the cooked liver through the fine 
knife of the food chopper or mash 
with a fork. 
Season lightly with 
salt. This is good for tiny children 
and can be served at midday to 
take the place of grated- hard-boil­ 
ed egg, or the beef juice that sup­ 
plies the necessary iron. For older 
children, It may be shaped into flat 
cakes and fried. 
The paste may 
also be added to vegetable soups or 
combined with a hot vegetable and 
put through the ricer. 
Liver is delightful when It is pre­ 
pared by being cut in slices, brush­ 
ed with melted fat, and then broil­ 
ed under or over a clear fire. Serve 
with a garnish of crisp bacon and 
watercress. 
It may also be broiled 
on a skewer with alternate bits of 
bacon. 
If liver la to be j>an-hro|led It 
should be cooked over a very tiny 
flam e, otherw ise the edges will be 
leathery or tough.

It is nice to braise liver 
with vegetables, using the whole 
liver. 
If It Is pig or beef liver, par­ 
boil first. Then skewer or tie into 
compact shape, and cover th© top 
with thinly sliced bacon 
or 
salt 
pork. 
Place In a casserole

vegetables and bake slowly for two 
or three hours. 
As a chang© from 
potatoes, try rice with liver. 
Liver is an economical m eat ainee 
there is no bone and a minimum of 
waste. It is rich in iron, a vital ele­ 
ment for making rich blood. It Is a 
fine source of 
vitamin A and has 
both vitamins B and C. 
It Is high 
In protein content, therefore should 
be served with a salad containing 
a citrus fruit such as grapefruit as 
the citric acid will neutralize the 
acid from the protein content of the 
liver.

Many Factors to Be Taken 


Into Consideration in 


Preparing Food 


It in rather difficult to work out 
a cooking limp tablp for vegetable*. 
nine* there are to many factor* to j 
ba considered. 
The 
aire of the 
vegetables, their maturity, the tim* 
from ground to the consumer, all 
must, be taken Into consideration. 
But Just the same, there are cer 
lain generalizations that might help 
those who 
are 
beginners in the 
world of cookery. 
We can safely assume that all 
young, freshly-gathered 
vegetables 
will cook in less tim* than Is the. 
rase with more stale goods. 
This 
Is easy to determine, for one has 
only to prepare 
unwitted vege 
tables, and withered ones to see 
the difference. Vegetables cut Into 
small pieces, or small vegetables, 
will cook more quickly than large 
ones, or those left whole. 
The 
more surface exposed the shorter 
the cooking time is another pretty 
reliable generalization. 
When preparing a meal. it Is well 
to take into consideration the ap- 
proglmate time necessary for the 
preparation and cooking of the veg 
stables, lf It Is to he a quick meal, 
then carrots Is a good cholos. New 
carrots, cut In slices, will he nice 
and tender after 
15 
minutes of 
rooking, 
lf the carrots are diced, 
they will take a little longer. Then, 
too, not much time Is evolved 
In 
the preparation of this vegetable. 
Since carrots 
are 
only 
slightly 
scraped, only a few minutes Is nee 
assary for their preparation. 
If a nice dish 
of 
beets Is the 
choice, you will find that new beets 
need only a good scrubbing before 
rooking, 
and 
as 
this 
vegetable 
rooks In 30 to 40 minutes. It Is a 
good itsm when an hour Is allowed 
for the preparation of a meal. 
Green pea*, lf fresh and tender, 
will nook In JO minute*. 
But. 
a* 
pea* have to be shelled, this is not 
a wise choice when time is the es­ 
sence of the contract In preparing 
a meal. 
If peas are not fresh, they 
will usually take about 30 minutes 
for tender cooking. 
Asparagus cooks In 30 minutes 
and is fairly quickly prepared. 
If 
string beans, either the yellow or 
the 
green, Is the choice, you will 
find that they will cook In about 
30 minutes lf they are fresh, young 
and tender and cut In diamonds. If 
a bean breaks with 
a 
snap, you 
may be pretty well sure that It Is 
young 
and 
tender. 
Old 
beans 
should have their edges cut In short 
lengths because a* the beans ma 
ture the strings become tougher 
and require much time for cooking. 


Frying equipment of the right 
sort 
make* si! 
deep-fat cookery 
simple and results perfect. 
Here 
is 
a 
recipe 
for 
new 
chocolate 
doughnuts, tasty and palatable: 
Four cups sifted flour; four tea­ 
spoons 
baking powder: 
one and 
one half teaspoons salt; one and 
one fourth cup* sugar; three eggs, 
well 
beaten; 
three 
square* 
un­ 


sweetened chocolate, melted; one 
teaspoon vanilla; one cup milk. 
Sift

Leftover F ood 
Used To Reduce

Sometimes Ifs Economical 


To Prepare Enough for 


More Than One Meal 


Even lf times arc a little better, 
moat housewives atli! want to have 
money and get the most out of the 
amount allotted to the table. 
One of the hest methods of econ 
otny In that direction la to make 
tasty dishes out of leftovers, dishes 
(h it are sometimes even better and 
more tasty than the original. Sure­ 
ly It Is real economy both In time 
and effort as well as cash. to cook 
enough food for two meals at a 
rime. 
Leftovers taste good when 
Intelligently combined, lf they also 
look attractive, then nothing more 
need be asked. 
Mushroom Caps Tasty 
Perhaps you have 
made stew* 
Into meat pie* too many times. If 
so. try mushroom capa 
instead. 
You will need half pound of mush­ 
rooms. three cups ground meat, one 
cup gravy, or one can tomato soup, 
one and a half clips leftover potato 
which ha* been mashed, baked or 
fried, two onion*, either leftover* 
or raw one*, cut in quarters, skit 
and pepper and seasoning lf liked. 
If raw onions, parboil while grind­ 
ing tho nu at. 
Grind the onion and 
also the potato unless mashed po­ 
tato is used. 
Mix all of these in­ 
gredient* with a generous supply 
of salt and pepper and other sea­ 
soning as desired. 
Place In oven 
casserole. Over the top place mush­ 
room caps which have been tossed 
In melted butter 
Invert some caps 
and pour melted butter into them. 
Bake in 350 F. oven until mush­ 
rooms are, cooked aud hash is hot 
Serves six. 
Here’s Somehting New 
For goulash in croustades com­ 
bine two cups leftover meat and 
gravy with three cup- assorted left 
over vegetables aud 
ti nits, using 
such vegetables 
as 
peas, beaus, 
carrots, beets 
or 
asparagus and 
fruits such as pineapple, orange, 
apricots or peaches. 
Add one can 
mock turtle soup or equal amount 
of gravy. 
Simmer all together in a sauce 
pan for at least half an hour 
or 
bake in hot oven for three quarters 
of an hour to blend flavors.

in croustade of bre-ad made as fol­ 
lows:

If th* family is partial to fish 
and you want to add variety to the 
menu, why not serve 
scallops? 
Aside from being a delicious food, 
scallops are of importance for their 
value to the diet. 
The protein* of the scallop re­ 
semble those of the chicken 
or 
beef, and acallops also contain re­ 
latively large am ount of other val­ 
uable constituents that are vital to 
the well-balanced diet. Aside from 
these nutritive elements, scallops 
are digested 
easily and are 
ex 
Iremely delicate in flavor. 
There 
are several varied s of scallops on 
the market, but all varieties share 
these good qualities. 
Fried acallops ar* usually wel­ 
come and so we offer a good 
way 
of doing the mollusk*. Drain one 
quart of scallop* and let stand for 
an bour In a dressing made with 
two tablespoons olive oil. juice of 
one lemon, half teaspoon salt, quar­ 
ter teaspoon pepper and one tea­ 
spoon minced parsley. Beat one egg 
with one tablespoon of water, then 
dip the scallop* In It.

Fish Is a varying food. Which Is 
to say that fish cooked In the same 
way—the sam* fish, mind you—In 
different part* of the country will 
taste entirely different. 


For Instance, 
a 
baked hallhut 
prepared the aam* way. under the 
same condition* and by the same 
cook In New York will taste entire­ 
ly different when hr or she pre­ 
pares It In. say San Francisco. The 
place of capture has a lot to do 
with the flavor of the fish, and Its 
consistency. 
Then, too, the time 
I of year has much to do with the 
1 result. 
Fish caught In cold, 
north( rn 
waters 
generally have a thicker 
layer of fat. which explains the 
goodness of 
the salmon 
of 
the 
northwest waters. 
A hallhut caught in the spring 
or summer from cold water is more 
than three times richer in fat con 
tent, that that cai ght at spawning 
season in tho late winter, farther 
south on tho coast. 
Hiillbut Is an extremely delicate 
and tasty fish and should appear 
often on your table if you live near 
the coast. 
Baked halibut is extra 
nice. especially when prepared ac­ 
cording to this recipe. 
Select large slices of halibut, cut 
one Inch thick With a sharp knife 
remove the skin. Also remove care­ 
fully each one of the four section*

The 
same fine 
soap 
granules 
which soak the dirt out of your 
clothes

easily 
are ideal 
for 
washing dishes. Kven greasy spots 
and "stuck-on” baking dishes no 
longer 
need 
he 
scraped 
and 
scoured—Just soak them In thick 
soap suds. 
Remove All Food 
As the dishes come from the 
table, scrape them 
with a wad 
made from 
paper 
napkins 
or 
paper toweling 
or a new 
rubber 
scraper as is needed sometimes in 
a sink, to remove ail particles of 
food. This helps to keep the dish­ 
water clean. 
r. 
'n etuck plates, 
saucers, cups and silver in sepa­ 
rate piles according to their size 
While you are at the table, the 
pots and pans used in preparing 
the meal should he soaking. Re­ 
move the food, fill them with hot 
water and add a few of the soap 
granules. This loosens the grease 
and stuck-on food so that the psns 
are easy to wash when you are 
ready. 
Now for the actual 
dish-wash­ 
ing. 
Use a large dishpan for the 
washing another for the rinsing, 
and a wire drainer. 
Or wash 
the 
dishes 
In 
hot suds. place 
them 
in 
a dishdrainer and t..en pour 
bot water over them. The gran­ 
ules, unlike many soaps, do not 
cling to the china, but rinse off 
Instantly. 
Shake a little of the granules 
into the pans and add hot water; 
a dish mop is helpful, for it pre 
vents keeping your hands in the 
hot wster no much. Hot water is 
desirable 
for It 
speeds 
up the 
work considerably. 
It Is important always to use 
enough soap to make good suds. 
no matter what kind of soap la 
used. 
You will find 
that dishes 
washed In clear suds dry clear 
and bright 
because 
they have 
been so thoroughly cleansed. FHI 
the second 
pan with clean, 
hot 
water 
to 
use 
for rinsing 
the 
dishes. 
Follow This Order 
A 
good 
order 
for 
washing 
dishes ie—the 
glasses, 
the flat 
silver, the plates, 
and so on. A 
minute or so of swishing around 
la the suds, a quick rinsing in hot 
water, and all hut the most soiled 
dishes are ready to he drained. 
When dishes 
are rinsed in hot 
water, they may he left to drain 
without 
being 
wiped, 
if this 
is 
convenient. 
If. 
however, lack of 
apace requires, < r you prefer wip­ 
ing the dishes, have a good sup­ 
ply of clean, lintless dish 
towels. 
It Is most trying to attempt 
to 
wipe dishes on a wet dish towel. 
It is Important to wipe the dishes 
dry, for we all know that when 
dishes are piled while wet they 
are likely to stick together, and 
also to have unsightly rings the 
neit time they are used. 
By 
the time 
the dishes 
have 
been washed, the pots and pans 
will wash easily. Soaking them 
in the mids loosen* tho grease 
and 
"stuck-on” food so that Just 
a moment or so of washing In 
suds leaves them clean and bright. 
There Is no need for scraping and 
scouring which leaves 
unsightly 
•cratches. 
Further, when you are rooking, 
put all dishes or utensils 
to soak 
In these suds, ss yon finish using 
them, then when you are ready 
to wash them, they will require 
little more than a thorough rins­ 
ing in hot water. This saves time 
and energy as "dried on" dishes 
are difficult to wash. 
With a Dish Washer 
It is difficult to atlempt to give 
rules for the use of an electric 
dishwasher, for the various makes 
differ slightly in their directions. 
But you should have a demonstra­ 
tion of the dishwasher when buying 
It. and then follow the directions 
given you by the demonstrator or 
in the printed booklet given 
with 
the maehine. In any case, clear, hot 
suds are necessary, and clear, hot 
water for rinsing. And he sure to 
keep the dishwasher clean too 
he 
tween 
use—it 
must 
ho scalded 
and kept shining—or It is unsani­ 
tary. And of course these devices. 
as any other device for shorten­ 
ing work, do save time and energy. 
There are also small dish w ash­ 
ing devices to be had. These are 
aimple affairs to be attached to 
the kitchen faucet ami as 
a rule 
cost less than five dollars 
They 
are 
spraytypes, 
which 
send 
a 
soapy spray over a wire rack of 
dishes in 
the sink, then 
thev 
send a clear, rinsing spray. They 
keep the hands out of the suds. 
When shopping for accessories 
to make your kitchen work easy 
and smooth, look for the hest in

Many Original W ays of Pre­ 
paring for Tables

with

waste 
whatsoever. It makes an ideal dish 
for the main course of a luncheon 
or dinner, served hot. In cold form 
It Is nutritious, delicious filling for 
hearty sandwiches 
Here is an unusual 
recipe 
for 
special baked potato aith bologna. 
It la n ic e for lunch or dinner, ce- 
pertally when the days start to he. 
come a little brisk and the appe­ 
tite waxes correspondingly heart­ 
ier. 
The recipe calls for three large 
Idaho potatoes, three-quarters of a 
cup of hot milk two 
tablespoons 
butter, one cup rream sauce, half 
cup chopped bologna, some fried 
apple slices, paprika and parsley.

TO HAYE IN KITCHEN 


Serves Many Other Needs in 


Addition to Flavoring 


Here’s another grab-all of house­ 
hold hints, many of them dealing 
with that most versatile of commo­ 
dities, the lemon. 
Not only is the 
lemon a marvelous flavoring agegt 
and an ideal basis of cooling drinks 
hut It I* a most useful household 
ald as well. 
When copper vessels have he 
come blackened by 
contact with 
fire, they can be restored to their 
original brightness and luster by 
rubbing them with 
a 
cut lemon 
over which a generous amount of 
salt has been sprinkled. 
The. acid 
should he removed as promptly as 
possible, otherwise it may harm 
the copper. 
It Is a good thing to know that 
lemon Juice will remove spots from 
glased tiles. Rub we.I into the tiles 
with a pad of soft rug. leave for a 
few minutes, then polish with a 
soft, dry cloth. 
An excellent agent In removing 
perspiration stains from garments 
is our old friend, the lemon. 
First 
soak the affected part of the gar­ 
ment in cold water. 
Then apply 
the lemon juice. 
Allow to remain

Measure them before wel­ 
ting so that after they are laun­ 
dered they may be stretched into 
shape. Shake them 
gently to re­ 
move dust and loosen dirt, and 
then wash.

lukewarm 
flake suds. Dissolve the flakes in 
lukewarm 
water. 
A 
tablespoon­ 
ful or so of flakes to a gallon of

the curtains, and push them well 
down under the water. 
Colored 
curtains should 
never be soaked 
even for a short time.
